G. 
Dawes received official notification of 
his selection as the vice presidential 
nominee on*the Republican ticket at 
his home in Evanston, ill., last night. 
It was an old-fashioned demonstra­ 
tion, with a big parade, many hands 
knd banners and much red tire 
The 
town 
was buried under a mass of 
flags, bunting and banners. 
It was 
estimated that 5(f,0o0 people were as­ 
sembled on the spacious grounds of 
the 
Dawes 
mansion 
and 
adjacent 
etwiets. 
Women from all parts of the 
country participated under the leader­ 
ship of Mrs A. T. Hert of Kentucky, 
vice chairman of the Republican na­ 
tional committee. 
Dawes in Ins speech held the move­ 
ment headed by Senator LaFollette 
as the chief opponent of the Republi­ 
can ticket beaded by President Cool­ 
idge. 
The Democratic party, with 
“ one 
conservative and 
one 
radical 
candidate” 
011 
its 
ticket, 
he 
said, 
hoped to get votes by avoiding the 
“ radtcaJ” issue. 
Dawes upheld the 
Republican 
platform 
declaration 
against any entrance inlo the league 
and assailed the Democratic position 
as an invitation to again “enter that 
fog of debate in a public referendum/' 
_ He commended the proposal of the 
present administration for adherence 
to the permanent court of Internation­ 
al Justice, declaring “it is to our na­ 
tional Interests and the interests of 
the world ” 
Referring to the LaFollette move 
ment. Dawes described it as “a hetero­ 
geneous collection of those opposing 
the 
existing 
order of things, 
the 
greatest section of 
which, the So­ 
cialists, flies the red flag.” 
He add­ 
ed: 
“In this situation, for which the 
American people alone are responsi­ 
ble, the Democratic hart y, as a party, 
instead of recruiting itself from the 
twfo battle lines, will suffer only the 
fate which befalls those who try to 
straddle in a real fight.’’

Responsibility, he maintained, was 
not a matter of degree, but, in the 
sight of the law, a fixed standard 
“A 
man is either wholly responsible in a 
legal sense, or he is not responsible 
at all,” he said 
“If these defendants 
knew that they were doing wrong, if 
they realized that what they were do­ 
ing would subject them to 
Justice, 
then they are to be punished accord 
ing to the law.’’ 
Clarence Harrow, chief defense a t­ 
torney, who will deliver the principal 
argument for the defense, said

rocketing oi German securities is a 
result of speculation following the 
acceptance of the Dawes-Young repa­ 
rations plan.

way. In the future, make valid the 
German war bonds, began to invest 
small amounts. 
This speculative buy­ 
ing in German 
naturally boosted the 
price.

Several theories are advanced as to

during the year.

be Wind Cave national park, with

The tattoo marks placed on the hogs 
^hipped from an area where tubercu­ 
losis is prevalent nmong cattle and 
poultry maintains the identity of the 
hogs even after they have gone through 
the scalding and scraping processes in 
the packing plants and makes it pos­ 
sible 
lo trace any infection 
to its 
source. 
Infection Suppressed.
